RACTICALLY all of the $10,000 | 

damage caused by onion maggots | 

in Cook county this season could 

have been prevented if truckers 
had used the simple and effective con- 
trol measures worked out by the state 
natural history survey and the (ook 
County Farm bureau. 

The farm advisers report of the 
tests made by C. C. Compton, who had 
charge of the experimental work in 
this county, shows that a 4-4-50 Bor- 
dea ux mixture with 3 per cent oil 
emulsion hag given the best results in 
controlling the pest., It has offered al- 
most perfect control this year, when 
the onion maggots have wiped out 
whole fields that were not treated. 

Mr. Compton found that a 2 per cent 
oll emulsion-Bordeaux mixture gave 
good results, and even al per cent 
mixture did fairly well. One ounce of 
corrosive sublimate to ten gallons of 
water also gave good results in the 
tests. 

In the test fields on Frank Diek- 
man’s farm, South Holland, III., from 
80 to 100 gallons of the oil emulsion- 
Bordeaux mixture were used on each 
acre of onions. The first application 
was put on when the onions wers just 
straightening up, and four other appli- 
cations were made at seven diy in- 
tervals after that, costing an average 
of $1 an acre. The poison is applied 
under slight pressure, just above the 
top of the ground.

HAYNES BLAMES. 


INV SOUTH; MANY 
ANIMALS PERISH 


Carcasses Thrown in 
Mississippi_ Blamed. 


Jackson, Miss., Ju 20.—[{ Special. }— 
The ravages of anthrax (charbon) in the 
vicinity of Natchez have become 80 
serious that shotgun quarantine is be- 
ing set up at county borders to prevent 
the passage of any animals suspected 
lof having been exposed to the dread 
malady. | 

Little has been said or published con- 
cerning the alarming spread of an- 
thrax but conditions hgve reached the 
stage where the federal government 
may take drastic action, inasmuch as 
the Mississippi and other rivers and 
streams have been polluted, thus en- 
dangering the herds of live stock in all 
directions and establishing a serious 
menace to human life. 

Outbreak Laid to Arkansas. 

The outbreak has been traced to 
Arkansas, where mules that had died 
of anthrax were not burned, which is 
the only safe method. Instead, the 
carcasses were thro¥n into the river. 
From this source the scourge spread 
to the delta region of Mississippi, but 
its most pronounced appearance was 
around Natchez, where more than sev- 
enty-five animals have perished and 
one Negro, who was stung on the 
shoulder by a fly, presumably coming 
direct from an anthrax carcass, died in 
terrible agony. 

Must Screen Dying Animals. 

Instructions also have been given 
to all farmers in the affected districts 
to screen the dying animals so that 
flies. cannot spread the poison. Buz 
gards and dogs feeding on dead an- 
thrax animals are a potent agency in 
spreading the disease. 

It is feared that the criminal prac- 
tice of throwing the carcasses into the 
streams will result in sporadic out-
